The  figure  given  under  "other  cases  visited"  includes  visits  to  the  aged 
and  infirm,  mental  defectives  under  statutory  supervision,  problem  families, 
sociological  (for  patients  proposed  admission  to  a  chronic  sick  or  maternity 
hospital). 


In  addition  to  the  routine  visiting  of  babies  and  toddlers  the  Health 
Visitors  also  investigate  applications  for  admission  to  Catmose  Vale  (long-stay) 
Hospital,  Oakham;  and  for  admission  to  maternity  accommodation.  They  also 
consult  with  the  Children's  Officer  about  problem  families. 


Both  Health  Visitors  had  other  specific  duties  -  Miss  Samuel  as  the  Non- 
Medical  Supervisor  of  Midwives  and  Miss  Welsh  as  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor.

There  is  little  change  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work.  The 
number  of  pre-school  children  inspected  and  treated  each  year  shows  a  steady 
increase.  The  majority  of  the  mothers  when  questioned  are  found  to  be 
patients  under  the  National  Health  Service  scheme  and  are  reluctant  to  break 
off  for  the  year  during  which  they  are  eligible  for  treatment  under  the  local 
authority  scheme.  Every  mother  referred  by  health  visitors  or  general 
practitioners  is  treated  and  encouraged  to  have  the  pre-school  children  in  the 
family  treated.

There  was  1  death  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year. 


The  Health  Visitor  paid  137  visits  of  enquiry  to  the  homes  of  notified 
cases  of  tuberculosis  and  arranged  for  examination  of  contacts  by  the  Chest 
Physician;  and  reported  on  home  conditions.  She  also  attends  the  chest  clinics 
at  Melton  Mowbray  and  Stamford  Hospitals  for  case  consultations  with  the  Chest 
Physicians  on  matters  affecting  the  patients’  families.  Gases  considered  to  be 
inadequately  housed  are  referred  by  the  Health  Committee  to  the  Local  Sanitary 
Authority  with  a  recommendation  for  re-housing  where  possible. 

There  were  5  patients  receiving  free  milk  at  the  end  of  the  year.

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HOME  HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  Health  Visitors  follow  up  all  cases  discharged  from  Hospital  if  asked 
to  visit  -  mainly  from  Maternity  Units. 

There  are  no  arrangements  for  Health  Visitors  to  work  in  conjunction  with 
General  Practitioners.  The  home  nurse/midwives  however  work  harmoniously  with 
the  doctors  in  their  districts. 


Health  Education 

Although  no  Health  Education  Officer  is  employed  every  effort  is  made, 
through  the  exhibition  of  posters  and  direct  contact  between  the  Health 
Department  staff  and  the  general  public,  to  promote  health  education. 

Material  for  display  is  distributed  to  infant  welfare  centres,  schools, 
the  School  Dental  Service  and  the  Schools  Meals  Service. 

During  the  Year  the  Dental  Officer  held  a  competition  for  a  poster  on 
Dental  Health  and  arranged  for  a  Mobile  Dental  Exhibition  to  be  in  attendance 
at  the  Annual  Show  of  the  Rutland  Agricultural  Society. 

Smoking  and  Health 

Following  the  publication  of  the  Report  by  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians 
on  Smoking  and  Health  regarding  ways  and  means  by  which  a  publicity  campaign  on 
this  subject  might  be  promoted  it  was  decided  to  take  advantage  of  the  Central 
Council  for  Health  Education's  offer  to  place  at  the  disposal  of  local  authorities 
a  Mobile  Unit.  Arrangements  were  made  for  one  of  the  Mobile  Units  to  visit 
the  County  on  9th,  10th  and  11th  October,  to  give  lectures  and  show  filns  on 
"Smoking  and  Health".  Visits  were  paid  by  this  Unit  to  secondary  and  primary 
schools,  Uppingham  Public  School,  two  factories,  a  Rotary  Club  meeting  and  two 
parent  teacher  associations. 


Mental  Health  Services 

Further  developments  in  the  Mental  Health  Services  are  included  in  the 
Council's  10  year  plan. 

The  after  care  of  mental  health  cases  discharged  from  the  Hospitals  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  who  visits  them  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Hospital,  and  he  is  usually  successful  in  obtaining 
remunerative  employment  for  them. 

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 
(N.H.S.  Act  Section  28) 

This  service  continues  to  expand  and  another  clinic  was  opened  at  Ryhall 
in  October  1962  with  Miss  Farndell  in  attendance. 

The  secretaries  and  other  voluntary  helpers  at  the  Old  People's  Clubs

The  increase  in  mileage  over  last  year  was  just  over  1%  and  this  can  be 
considered  as  reasonable  compared  with  the  national  average  of  approximately 
2%.  Again  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  carried  other  than 
Section  27  cases,  i.e.  mentally  disordered,  mentally  sub-normal  and  for  the 
school  health  service  patients  to  the  speech  therapy,  refraction  and  dental 
clinics. 


Equipment 


Another  Stephenson  Minuteman  resuscitator  was  purchased  during  the  year 
and  was  used  on  a  number  of  occasions. 

Training 

All  the  drivers  attended  First  Aid  and  Civil  Defence  classes  during  the 
year.  Following  the  publication  of  the  Ministry  of  Health's  Standing  Medical 
Advisory  Committee's  Report  on  Accident  and  Emergency  Services  advanced  train¬ 
ing  for  the  drivers  was  approved  by  the  Health  Committee. 

Radio  Control 


The  control  of  the  ambulance  service  by  radio  telephone  became  operative 
on  14th  September  1962  and  its  effects  can  be  seen  by  comparing  the  mileage 
covered  by  ambulances  and  cars  over  the  last  few  months  of  the  year.  The 
transmitter,  situated  on  the  G.P.O.  site  on  Cold  Overton  Hill,  Oakham,  is 
remotely  controlled  from  the  Health  Department.  Calls  from  vehicles  are  heard 
initially  on  a  loud-speaker  on  a  telephone  handset,  this  loudspeaker  cuts  out 
immediately  the  telephone  is  lifted  and  operated  as  any  G.P.O.  telephone.  Each 
ambulance  driver  reports  on  leaving  and  returning  to  Oakham  (his  home  or  the 
Depot),  and  on  arriving  at  or  leaving  a  hospital.  Signals  have  been  loud  and 
clear  on  all  normal  routes  taken  by  the  ambulances. 

The  following  draft  Agreement  was  approved  at  the  November  Meeting  of 
the  County  Council  - 
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OAKHAM  RADIO  STATION 


The  Postmaster  General  to  give  permission  to  the  Rutland  County  Council  to 
erect  an  aerial  to  the  Post  Office  Tower  situated  at  Cold  Overton  Hill  near  Oakham, 
subject  to  the  following  rights. 

1.  Subject  to  the  conditions  set  out  in  Para.  7  the  right  to  erect,  alter  and 
maintain  one  aerial  on  the  Post  Office  Tower,  to  instal  radio  equipment  in  its 
own  building,  and  to  provide  cable  connections  between  this  equipment  and  the 
aerial.  This  right  also  subject  to  the  prior  approval  of  the  plans  by  the  Post¬ 
master  General,  and  to  the  Rutland  County  Council  obtaining  the  necessary  planning 
approval. 

2.  Right  of  access  to  the  site  and  tower  for  maintenance  and  installation  purposes 
subject  to  suitable  arrangements  being  made  with  the  Post  Office  Engineer,  Telephone 
Number,  Melton  Mowbray  2289,  on  each  occasion.  Should  the  Postmaster  General  incur 
extra  charges  in  providing  attendance  on  the  Rutland  County  Council  in  the  exercise 
of  its  right  of  access  then  the  Rutland  County  Council  will  reimburse  the  Postmaster 
General  with  the  cost  thereof. 

3.  The  term  is  to  be  for  21  years. 

4.  The  rent  for  the  aerial  to  be  £25.  per  annum. 

5.  The  Rutland  County  Council  to  make  their  own  arrangements  for  the  provision  of 
the  electricity  supply  for  their  equipment. 

6.  Both  parties  to  have  the  right  to  terminate  the  lease  by  giving  to  the  other 
party  2  years  notice  in  writing. 

7.  The  following  conditions  shall  be  observed  by  the  Rutland  County  Council. 

(a)  No  radio  equipment  aerials  or  feeders  shall  be  installed  or  modified 
until  drawings  and  full  details  of  the  installations  or  modifications 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Postmaster  General,  and  approved  by  him  in 
writing. 

(b)  The  Postmaster  General  shall  have  the  right  to  supervise  all 
installation  or  modification  work  performed  by  the  Rutland  County 
Council  and  Rutland  County  Council  will  bear  the  cost  of  any  such 
supervision  required. 

(c)  The  Rutland  County  Council  will  maintain  the  radio  equipment,  aerial 
and  feeder  system  in  accordance  with  good  engineering  practice  and  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Postmaster  General. 

(d)  If  the  activity  of  the  Rutland  County  Council  in  relation  to  the 
installation,  subsequent  to  the  lease,  shall  cause  interference  with 
the  Postmaster  General's  service,  etc.,  Rutland  County  Council  shall 
take  immediate  remedial  action. 

(e)  If  at  any  time  subsequent  to  the  lease  the  Rutland  County  Council's 
installation  obstructs  works  or  improvements  on  the  Postmaster 
General's  site  or  installation  the  Rutland  County  Council  will  divert 
or  modify  its  installation  at  its  own  expense. 

(f)  In  installing  or  maintaining  equipment  on  the  tower  the  Rutland  County 
Council  will  observe  the  Post  Office  Safety  Regulations  insofar  as 
they  apply  to  work  or  masts  or  towers. 

(g)  The  Rutland  County  Council  will  provide  and  maintain  fire  fighting 
appliances  and  observe  all  such  fire  precautions  as  the  Postmaster 
General  may  require. 

(h)  In  the  event  of  the  Postmaster  General  having  to  perform  any  work 
or  provide  any  service  the  cost  of  which  is  proper  to  be  borne  by 
the  Rutland  County  Council,  then  the  Rutland  County  Council  will 
reimburse  the  Postmaster  General  with  the  cost  thereof. 

8.  The  Rutland  County  Council  will  at  all  times  give  full  co-operation  should 
the  Postmaster  General  or  other  body  acting  within  the  permission  of  the  Post¬ 
master  General  desire  to  erect  or  maintain  any  aerials  or  towers  on  the  site. 

The  Post  Office  agree  that  the  Rutland  County  Council  should  be  informed  of 
any  intention  to  allow  another  tenant  on  the  site.

During  the  year  there  have  been  36  helps  employed  -  an  average  of  6 
in  Oakham  and  the  remainder  in  the  rural  districts. 

The  helps  have  worked  a  total  of  19,656f-  hours,  an  increase  of  almost 
4,000  hours  on  last  year’s  total.  They  attended  an  average  of  63  cases 
each  week  during  the  year.  On  the  31st  December  the  helps  were  attending 
59  cases  with  2  bookings  -  1  confinement  and  1  housewife  returning  home 
following  an  operation.

The  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a  circular  on  the  Development  of  Local 
Authority  Health  and  Welfare  services,  but  no  significant  changes  are  con¬ 
templated  during  the  next  ten  years  in  the  Welfare  services  for  the  Blind. 
The  Royal  Leicester,  Leicestershire  and  Rutland  Institution  for  the  Blind 
continues  to  act  as  the  agent  of  the  County  Council,  who  make  an  annual 
contribution.

One  man  has  been  admitted  into  the  Wycliffe  Homes  for  the  Blind, 

Gedding  Road,  Leicester. 

The  Home  Teacher,  Miss  Honeywell,  made  429  visits,  and  gave  27  lessons 
and  attended  15  Handicraft  sessions  at  Lyndon  Hall. 

During  the  year  6  socials  for  blind  people  and  their  guides  were  held 
in  Uppingham,  Whissendine,  Oakham,  Braunston,  Langham  and  Glaston.  Other 
events  organised  were  Bulb  growing  competition,  outing  to  Hunstanton,  and 
Overstone  Park,  Harvest  Festival,  and  Christmas  lunch. 

The  Institution  was  pleased  to  take  part  in  the  Geriatric  Association 
Exhibition  in  Oakham  by  showing  a  display  of  apparatus  for  the  blind  and 
articles  made  by  blind  people.

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WELFARE  OF  THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB 


An  annual  grant  is  made  to  the  Northamptonshire  and  Rutland  Mission 
to  the  Deaf,  who  give  valuable  help  -  on  an  agency  basis  -  in  promoting 
the  welfare  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  in  the  County.  (The  Chaplain  Secretary 
is  the  Rev.  Kenneth  Earle,  B.A.,  St.  Mark’s  Institute  for  Deaf,  Northampton). 

Lip  reading  classes  and  club  activities  are  available  at  Kettering, 
Rothwell,  Rushden,  Northampton,  also  Church  Services  on  Sundays  at  these 
places  plus  Corby,  Raunds,  Islip,  Wellingborough.  Overnight  accommodation 
can  be  arranged  at  Northampton  if  desired  for  people  wishing  to  attend  from 
Rutland. 

Church  Services  and  Club  activities  are  also  held  at  Peterborough  to 
which  Rutland  people  usually  go. 

Three  men,  and  one  lad  recently  left  school,  are  in  full  employment. 

All  arrangements  have  been  made  for  one  of  these  men,  nearing  retirement 
age  to  go  to  a  very  nice  Home  for  the  Deaf  when  he  reaches  retirement. 

One  woman  who  is  Deaf,  Dumb,  and  Blind  has  been  at  the  British  Home 
for  the  Deaf  &  Dumb,  25,  Clapton  Common,  London,  E.5.,  since  1954*
